Neighbors noted that everything was 
unusually quiet about the house and

Mr. Miller had not been seen 
stirring since Saturday, and determin­ 
ed to make an investigation. His body 
was then found. 
Word was at once 
sent to Mrs. 
Miller at Hanover 
in­ 
forming her of the death of her hus­ 
band. 
Four neighbors, Bort Jacobs, David 
Border, Clinton Cushman, and Martin 
Blocher, 
forced their 
way into 
the 
house. 
They found the aged man sit­ 
ting by a table in the kitchen. 
Before 
him was an unfinished plate of melted 
ice 
cream. 
Death 
had 
apparently 
come 
very suddenly 
to Mr. 
Miller 
•while he was in the act of partaking 
of the cream and was probably due to 
acute indigestion. 
Dr. Eugene Elgin, 
East Berlin, was at once summoned. 
He judged the deceased to have been i 
dead since Saturday evening. 
He was

age and had 
been living retired

who made the post-mortem examina­ 
tion of the infant’s body, and Frank 
B. Coucher, of the State Police, who 
received from Miss Geiselman 
two 
signed confessions admitting she was 
the mother of the child and that she 
had killed it. 
These confessions were 
iidmitted as evidence. 
Miss Geiselman was present at the 
hearing, but displayed no marked in­ 
terest in the examination of witness­ 
es. 
On several occasions she talked 
with John D. Keith, Esq., and 
J. 
Donald Swop?, Eiiq., who 
represent 
her. 
District 
Attorney 
Raymond 
Topper conducted the examination for 
the State. 
Dr. Crist told of being called to the 
Mchring farm, went of towm on the 
evening of April 23 and of the finding 
of the body of a child in a drain pipe. 
He described the finding of newspapers 
about the pipe opening and on the 
child, one of which papers bore the

"Francis C. Barlow was horn in 
the city of Brooklyn, New York, in

He later stud­ 
ied law and was a successful prat* 
tieing physician in 
New York City 
when the hostilities began between 
the North and the South. 
“He enlisted as a private for three 
months in the 12th New York regi­ 
ment, which was one of the first tc 
reach Washington after the Pres; 
dent's call for volunteers. At Wash­ 
ington, Mr. 
Barlow was raised ti 
the rank of Lieutenant and later was 
raised t > the . rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel with the til st New York In­ 
fantry. 
"Eater he became Colonel of that 
regiment and served in that capacity 
during

Peninsular 
campaign. 
During the battle of 
Antietam hi 
was severely wounded Hut recovered 
and upon rejoining nis regiment was 
raised to tho rank of Brigadier Gen 
e ra l. 
"In the Battle of Gettysburg, Gen 
eral Barlow commanded the extreme 
right of the

line 
and took up 
his vantage

aim of the father to get possession of 
this port, so the son makes its restora­ 
tion his first duty. 
It was un im­ 
portant trading point and tile c o m ­ 
mercial interests of the nation would 
be greatly increased by Its possession.

While raging iii his wrath and about 
to burn incense be was smitten with 
leprosy, h dreadful, Incurable aud un­ 
clean disease.

overweening pride and vanity. He was 
thrust out of Hie sanctuary—excluded 
from God's bouse. 
Indeed, ids own 
conscience smote him, und he hurried­ 
ly went out because be knew that the 
Lord bad smitten him. 
He not only 
was excluded from Hie place of wor­ 
ship, but was dethroned. 
His son 
Jot ham w as made regent. 
His judg­ 
ment was:

while attired as priest, with censer in 
hand.
